Charter Membership Deadline

administrative board this week CpVpW 
announced that the deadline | uLi i Lil4 1 LllJUl’J 
for enrollment of charter mem¬ 
bers has been extended from 
June 30 until July 15. 

Charter members in the or¬ 
ganization are entitled to draw 
free blood immediately after 
signing, whereas those who en¬ 
roll later must wait 30 days be¬ 
fore they are allowed to draw 
from the blood bank. 

Miss Naomi Finch, the board’s 
secretary-treasurer, said Tues¬ 
day around 50 new member¬ 
ships signed late last week 
‘•brings the total number of en- 
rolleea to approximately 250." 

‘•But our immediate aim is to 
enroll at least 500 members,’’ 
she said, “and the board has 
decided to extend the deadline 
for charter memberships as an 
incentive to join.” 

‘‘Eventually, we hope to en¬ 
roll a thousand,” she added. 

She explained that charter 
membership entitles the mem¬ 
ber and four of his family mem¬ 
bers or other designated per¬ 
sons to draw free blood immed¬ 
iately. 

Rules stipulate that persons 
who join after the initial char¬ 
ter membership drive is ended 
must wait 30 days before being 
permitted to draw blood, she 
said. (Complete rules govern¬ 
ing the blood bank program 
arc published elsewhere in this 
edition.) 

To join, a person must be IS 
years of age. The only require¬ 
ment is that members must 
donate a pint of blood once 
every four years. The donations 
will be made at mobile units 
which will visit West Liberty 
at regular intervals and mem¬ 
bers scheduled to donate at the 
first donor clinic will be noti¬ 
fied well in advance. The mo¬ 
bile unit’s first scheduled visit 
to West Liberty is the first 
week in Sepember, Miss Finch 
said. 

There is no limit to the a- 
mount of blood a member or 
his designated beneficiaries can 
draw from the blood bank, and 
they arc eligible whether the 
membership holder has made 
his first blood donation or not. 

The only charge for the blood 
is a small processing fee. 

Persons 65 years of age and 
over may not donate blood, but 
may enroll in the Blood Bank 
provided they can furnish a 
substitute donor. 

Miss Finch called attention to 
the difficulty and high cost of 
obtaining blood by persons not 
covered by the blood bank plan 
and urged everyone who has 
not yet returned their member¬ 
ship cards to do so as quickly 
as possible. 

Persons who did not receive 
a membership card in the mail 
may obtain one at Elam Rcx.-ill 
Drug Store or at Commercial 
Bank. 


Seven poisons, including Dr. 
Win. G. Holbrook, West Liberty 
veterinarian, are taking anti-' 
rabies shots after beieng bitten 
by a 6-wceks-old rabid pup last 
week. 

The pup, owned by the Celia 
Watts family of Vanclcve in 
Breathit County was brought to 
Dr. Holbrook for examination 
Tuesday of last week after it 
became ill and bit four of the 
Watts children and two neigh¬ 
bor youngsters. 

Dr. Holbrook, who suspected 
rabies, confined the dog for ob¬ 
servation. He said its condition 
worsened and on Friday he kill¬ 
ed the animal and its head was 
rushed by Mr. Watts to Frank¬ 
fort for examination at the state 
laboratory, where the report 
was positive. 

Dr. Holbrook was bitten while 
exanmining the animal. 

Another case of rabies also 
has been detected in Wolfe 
County. Taylor King found a 
dead fox in his stable near 
Campton Sunday morning. The 
fox had been kicked and stomp¬ 
ed to death by a horse, and the 
Wolfe County Health Depart¬ 
ment was later informed from 
Frankfort that an examination 
of the animal’s head indicated 
it definitely had rabies.

WASHINGTON. D. C. — 
The federal Environmental 
Protection Agency Saturday 
announced a ban on cropland 
use of Amitrole, a weed kill¬ 
er which was involve,’ in the 
1959 cranberry scare. 

Although not used on cran¬ 
berry since 1959, Amitrole 
use has continued on apples, 
pears, grainfields, corn, alfal¬ 
fa, clover, legumes, pastures, 
peas, soybeans and grapes, 
the EPA said. 

The EPA said it was issu¬ 
ing a final ban, effective in 
30 days, on the basis of tests 
in which rats fed 100 ports 
per million of Amitrole for 68 
weeks developed thyroid can¬ 
cer.

The purpose of the Morgan 
County Advance Deposit Blood 
Donor (ADBD) Group shall be to 
provide through a blood donor 
service, replacement blood for 
associates and their beneficiar¬ 
ies. 

ARTICLE II: 

ELIGIBILITY AND BENEFITS 
Section 1 All associates of the 
Morgan County Blood Bank shall 
be eligible for voluntary enroll 
ment in the ADBD Group. 
Section 2 Individuals who enroll 
in the ADBD Group before July 
1, 1971 shall be deemed “charter 
members” and shall be entitled 
to benefits arising from partici¬ 
pation in the group immediately 
upon its activation. 

Section 3 New' associates may 
join the ADBD Group within 30 
days from the date of their new 
residence in Morgan County and 
become immediately entitled to 
benefits under the plan. 
Section 4 Eligible individuals 
who do not enroll as charter 
members may enroll at any time 
after July 1, 1971, but such en- 
rollees shall not be entitled to 
receive benefits until 30 days af 
ter they have signed a member¬ 
ship card, at which time mem¬ 
bership becomes effective. 
Section 5 An eligible individual 
who w'ould like to join the 
ADBD Group but does not qual¬ 
ify as a donor may enroll by 
providing a substitute accep¬ 
table to the CKBC Blood Bank. 
One member may serve as a 
substitute for another if his own 
turn in the group deposit cycle 
is not too near. 

Section 6 Beneficiaries of AD 


BD members shall be eligible, 
as defined and limited below, 
for protection under the ADBD 
plan without being obligated to 
make donations, and shall be 
termed “blood beneficiaries”. 

a. Member's spouse. 

b. Members dependent child¬ 
ren, in any number. 

c. Other dependents recogniz¬ 
ed as such for income tax de¬ 
duction. 

d. As long as the claimed 
total of (a), (b), and (c) is less 
than four, the member may 
bring the total to four by nani 
ing other blood beneficiaries, 
even though they are not de¬ 
pendent on him. (If substitu¬ 
tions or additions are later 
sought in this category for any 
reasons other than marriage, 
birth, death, separation or tliv 
orce, the new blood beneficiary 
does not become eligible for 
ADBD Group benefits until 30 
days after his name has been 
entered on the member's re¬ 
cord). 

e. A substitute donor, not 
otherwise a beneficiary, shall be 
a beneficiary for the group 
donation cycle of the member 
for whom he substitutes. 

Section 7 When an associate en¬ 
rolls as an ADBD member or 
whenever there is a change un¬ 
der Section 6 of this Article, 
the name of the blood benefi¬ 
ciaries must be reported im¬ 
mediately to the ADBD group 
administrators. 

Section 8 Members unavoidably 
absent from the Central Ken¬ 
tucky area over a long period 
may continue protection for 
themselves and their beneficiar¬ 
ies as follows: 

An absent member may con¬ 
tinue eligibility for Group ben¬ 
efits by providing an acceptable 
substitute to take the member’s 
place in the group deposit cy¬ 
cle. 

Section 9 There will be no limit 
to the amount of blood credits 
a member or his blood benefi 
Claries may receive, (except as 
noted). 

NOTE: Prospective members 
w ho have medical conditions 
themselves or among their de¬ 
pendents which may require ; 
unusually large quantities of 
biood (hemophilia is one such 
condition) must indicate this, 
fact when applying for member 
ship in the Group. The Group's 
liability to such members must 
be limited In order to maintain 
its ability to protect all of its 
i other members; hence, its 
I specific liability to any such 
member will be determined 
jointly by the Group and the 
Central Kentucky Blood Center 
(The Committee and the Cen¬ 
ter will endeavor to provide 
adequate protection for such 
members.) 

Section 10 Blood credits from 
the group account can be sent 
or credited almost anywhere in 
the continental United States 
through CKBC. 

ARTICLE III: BENEFITS 
Section 1 Benefits shall ter¬ 
minate immediately when a 
member refuses without good 
cause to deposit blood when 
called upon to do so in the nor¬ 
mal group deposit cycle, or to 
provide a substitute depositor, 
provided that the ADBD Group 
Administrators may permit a 
member to postpone deposit of 
blood for a good reason and 
for a period at the administra¬ 
tor's discretion. Such postpone¬ 
ment shall not change the mem¬ 
ber’s original position in the 
group deposit cycle. 

Section 2 Benefits shall ter¬ 
minate immediately when a 
member takes residence out of 
Morgan County and he has not 
yet deposited blood. 

Section 3 When a member tak¬
